3-4-5 of the Timmins Coin Club wood. 


WOOD FROM TIMMINS — CITY WITH A HEART OF GOLD 

Issues 3, 4, and 5 of the proposed series of 12 have been issued by the Timmins Coin 
Club. The third issue features the late J. V. Bonhomme, a local real-estate 
Gieaki ea, and gold optimist and investor. It is printed in blue (left) and red 
right ). 

Issue no. 4 is of Frederick W. Schumacher, wealthy resident of Columbus, Ohio, 

pioneer in gold prospecting and mining in 1909. School children of the Town of 
Schumacher, which bears his name, (now part of the City of Timmins) are still 
remembered with Christmas gifts from a foundation that carries on the tradition 
started by the Philanthropist in 1923. Schumacher (who died in 1957), continues 

to be a Santa Claus of the Community which he founded - a tradition lasting 61 

years. Issue 4 is blue (left) and purple (right). 

The most recent issue features NOAH TIMMINS, Mining Magnate, the first President 

of Hollinger Mines, and founder of the Timmins Townsite in 1912. The printing of 
this piece is very attractive in brown (left) and gold (right), using the latest 
printing techniques. [Hot stamping using metal foil.-H. ] 

Issues 1 and 2 had a mintage of 1000 each, whereas the latest three issues consist 
of 250 pieces each. The series is to help celebrate Ontario's BiCentennial, from 
the "Largest Mining Municipality in the World." All issues of the woods are 
available from Don Smith, Box 1746, South Porcupine, Ontario PON 1HO Canada at a 8 
cost of 50g each plus SASE. (Note: Postage to Canada 32¢, to the U. S. 37g Canadian 
postage, or if you prefer U. S. Collectors can include a 20¢ U.S. stamp - LOOSE for 
their postage. )
